There was no acrimonious debate between rival in- 
| terests. i 

There had been, of course. Months of it. Sometimes bit- 
ter and personal in nature. x 

But all that was dead and buried when the time came to 
present a demand to the State Road Department. In their 
own good time, the people in the Glades had resolved their 
differences. In the democratic give-and-take of open dis- 
cussion, antagonistic opinións had been fused into'a single- 
ness of purpose that was a lesson in community living for 
those, who were privileged to attend the road hearing. 

They need roads badly out there in the Glades. It's vir- 

tually a matter of economic life or death. 

Naturally, in an area that needs highways as desperately 
as the Glades, there is bound to be intense rivalry of inte- 
rest in the routing of each new road. 

Road-building. history. in the Glades has been a serial 

“story of bickering and diffusion of energy. There have 
been occasions when the State Road Department commis- 
sion, finding the Glades’ people locked in a hopeless death 
grapple of this kind, has shrugged its collective shoulders 
and passed onto other matters. 

But the folks in the Glades have learned their lesson—a 
lesson which the people on the coast have yet to master. 

They want and need that trunk highway between Paho- 
kee and. Belle Glade. Shelving their conflicting private 
opinions, they turned to the State Road Board yesterday 
and said, in effect: *Build the road where you like, within 
certain geographical limitations, but build it immediatel

county board asking for the road. 
The resolufion from the county. 
board asking that SRD make con-

by unanimous vote after Rardin 
asked his board to request the 
SRD to put the Glades project at 
the head of the list. : 
nanimity was displayed at' the 

SRD meeting when request was 
made for the road and so outstand- 
ing was this. unanimity that Chair- 
man Bayless of the SRD suggested 
that a resolution of thanks be 
passed by his board, in which all 
groups in the county Were recog- 
nized for their excellent: coopera- 
tion in presenting a request that 
seemed to be the unanimous opin- 
ion of all concerned. 

Rardin in presenting a second 
esolution to the SRD offered the 

rvices of Palm Beach county's 
engineer and a engineering party 
to survey out a right-of-way for 
the new road in order to expedite 
construction.. The SRD accepted 
this offer on the part of the coun- 
ty board. 1 
- Now, all that remains is to keep 
the SRD reminded that folks in 
the Glades are looking forward to 
the day when the first shovel full 
of dirt will be moved in construc- 
tion of the road.
